While the artillery can he 
effective in almost any kind of 
weather, airplane attack can be 
seriously handicapped by inelem- 
ent weather.” 

Weather conditions in ie World 
War prevented the use of airplanes 
a large part of the time, while the 
aftillery fire was continuous, ‘Gen. 
Snow said. 

Referring to antiaircraft: gun- 
nery, Gen. Snow expressed the be- 
lief that the best defense against 
an airplane is another airplane. 
For that reason an artillery at- 
tack on a target has a better chance 
to be successful than an airplane’ 
bombardment, he said, because 
Plances are subject to more attack 
a the enemy than the artil- 
ery.

NEW YORK, May 31.—Despite 
a rather uneventful week in the 
principal financial and commodity 
markets, signs of increasing busi- 
ness activity accumulated.

Today, one month ne ahead of 
schedule, 48,000 horsepower of 
electric energy will be added to/} 
the supply available to electric 
consumers in Los Angeles when J 
the fires are lighted under 
huge boilers and the turbo-genera- 
tor of that capacity is pnt in op- 
eration at the first urfit of the new 
Seal Beach ¢lectric station of Los 
Angeles Gas and Electric Corpo- 
ration. 
pleted, will have an ultimate ca- 
pacity of 288,000 horsepower ca- 
thus be larger than any steam 
plant now on the Pacific Coast. 
The reason for locating the sta- 
tion. near the ocean was the need 
for a large, yet inexpensive site, 
impossible to obtain within the 
city, plus the necessity of plenty 
of water near at hand.

OTE FOR WATER BUNDS! 


_ The growth and development of Los 
Angeles, like that of any other city, must 


, | rest on the solid foundations of the seryice 


which a city gives to its people, its busi-' 
ness establishments, its industries. And 
the chief problem that Los Angeles and, 
in‘fact, all of Southern California, must 
solve is that of an adecuate water supply. 
Los Angeles solved it for the time being 
with the building of the 250-mile Aqueduct 
which has brought and is bringing the wa- 
ter of the Owens River to this city. As 
the population ~-has increased more water 
has been required and the Aqueduct sup- 
ply has never failed. But to do this has 
required frequent bond issues to secure ad- 
ditional water, to build additional reser- 
voirs to store the water for use during dry 
seasons and additional pipelines to distrib- 
ute the -water to our citizens. If Los An- 
geles had not grown in population, wealth 
and industria] activity these bond issues 
would not have been necessary. If Los 
Angeles is to continue to grow more bond 
issues must be authorized by the voters. 
On the ballot at next Tuesday's election 
88 Proposition No. 1 is an $8,000,000 water 
bond issue for the purchase of additional 
water-bearing lands in the Owens River 
Valley, for the construction of the new

UR CARELESS AUDITOR 

While the name of City Auditor Myers 
will appear on the ballot at tomorrow's 
election as a candidate for the new and im- 
portant office of Controller of the city gov- 
ernment, there remains a legal cloud on 
his candidacy due to his failure to obey the 
‘tequirements of the law in filing his prit- 
mary campaign expense account on time. 
The election law clearly states that the faifl- 
ure of a candidate’ to obey the provisions 
of the law results, upon his conviction for 
this offense, of his being automatically dis- 
qualified for the office to which he is elected. 

Whether or not the courts will be called 
upon to enforce this provision of the law 
in the case of the City Auditor is not so 
important at this time as the fact that 
Mr. Myers has convicted himself of a-degree 
of carelessness which ill accords with his 
plea to be chosen to safeguard the millions 
of dollars in revenues which the people 
pay annually for the support of their city 
government. 

In ‘striking contrast to the City Auditor 
are the record, achievements, training and 
experience of Councilman and former City: 
Auditor W. C. Mushet, Mr. Myers’s oppo- 
nent for the Controllership at tomorrow's 
election. Councilman Mushet is a certified 
public accountant; Mr. Myers is pot. 
Councilman Mushet has had four years ex- 
perience as chairman of the City Council's 
finance Committee, where he has so han- 
died the city’s expenditures that millions 
of dollars which would have been wasted 
have been saved, the Councilman was able 
to repeal the unjust occupationdl business 
license tax and at the same time provide 
funds for adding 1200 muth needed men to 
the police department. Mr. Myers has had 
no experience as a Councilman and the 
Council seldom sends for him to secure 
his advice as the to the state of the city’s 
finances. Councilman Mushet knows the 
law and observes its provisions. He -told 
the Councilmen that they were violating 
the law when they sold $13,500,000 munici- 
pal bonds at secret sale and at a discount. 
The California Supreme Court upheld the 
Councilman’s contentions, set aside the 
discount sale, the bonds were sold by the 
Council under open bidding and brought 
par and a large premium and the Munici- 
pal Power Bureau and the taxpayers were 
the gainers thereby $2,500,000.

| Hyperbolical as this last statement may 
seem, there is enough in it, together with 
the testimony of the other experts quoted, 
to give our legislators pause; but doubtless 
they will go on piling up: new acts and

It was the simplicity and lucidity of the 
laws of Lycurgus that helped to make the 
Spartans the most law-abiding people among 
the ancients. After the medieval days the 
laws began to assume a volume and com-. 


Montaigne, in the sixteenth century, said: 
“I am of opinion that it would be better for 
us to have no laws at all than to have them 
in so prodigious numbers as we' have.” 
What would he say, if alive today, of the 
2,000,000 Federal, State and local statutes 
now estimated to be in effect in this coun- 
try, the complex and multifaced civilization 
of which has so befogged itself in the mat- 
ter of rules of action laid down by recog- 
nized authority to enforce justice and di. 
rect duty? 

“A law a day since 1789,” is the record of 
Congress, according to Representative Ram- 
seyer of Iowa, who says that it took 30,000 
Supreme Court decision to find forty-seven 
acts or parts of acts unconstitutional. 

Our legislators lie awake nights planning 
freak laws. They solemnly enact statutes 
prescribing the size of bird cages, the 
length of sheets for hotel beds, the number 
of persons that may sleep in a room of 
given dimensions and many other laws 
which, because of the impossibility of their 
enforcement, become dead letters in a year. 
It is true that bird cages and bedrooms 
should not be insanitarily small, nor sheets 
uncomfortably short, but who is going to 
see to it that they always are of legal size? 

As for traffic laws, they are changed so 
-often that not one in fifty motorists knows 
when he has the right of way, how closely 
his car may follow another, when he may 
or may not cut out his muffier or that the 
use of a sixteen-foot tow line is illegal. 

It will take time and gray matter to sim- 
plify and unify our laws, but Elihu Roct 
and his colleagues are right in their demand 
that this be done, for it is the logical solu- 
tion of a much-mixed, hampering and crime 
inviting situation. 


LOATING ISLANDS 
Just a century ago this year the first 
steam railroad began to operate. Since 
that time modern science has continued to 
sHorten distance and annihilate space un- 
til the earth, measured in units of time, has 
shrunk to less than one-tenth its size 100 
years ago. New peoples and governments 
have arisen and new problems have been 
posed, while many of the old ones have dis- 
appeared. More scientific progress has been 
made in this one century than in any ten 
previous ones.

As one stands on the heights above Los 
Angeles Harbor and looks out across the 
broad expanse of the Pacific he can begin 
to envision what these floating islands 
would mean for the development of trade, 
travel and industry in the great Southwest. 
The placid waters of the Pacific will lend 
themselves more readily to the floating-is- 
land idea than the angry waters of the 
North Atlantic. Three of these islands 
would connect Los Angeles by air with 
Honolulu; and from there the next 
connection would be. with the coast of Ja- 
pan. A northern route could be selected 
that would not necessitate nearly so many 
way stations, but, the climatic conditions 
would be less favorable.

The March 
and April rains were a great ad- 
vantage to all agricultural indus- 
tries, including grains, fruits and 
vegetables. .

Of course, the yield will 
be heavy during the warm months.

Whittier Child Rescued 
as Father and Uncle Go 
Down at Laguna Beach

LAGUNA BEACH, May 31.— 
Death claimed ‘tthe lives of two 
Whittier men at Laguna Beach yes- 
terday when they tried to save the 
daughter of one of them from 
drowning.

Violet Grohs, 12 years of age, 
fell from the rocks where she was 
playing at Crescent Bay.

Neither could 
swim. 

Edward Rutker of Los Angeles 
saw their difficulties and swam to 
the rescue of the three, but was 
unable to give help and himself 
became endangered. 

While the four were fighting 
the waves, O. J. White, a retired 
Hollywood business man, looked 
up from mending his boat in a 
garage near by, and observed their 
plight. With the assistance of A. 
. Jackson of Newport Beach he 
launched the boat and succeeded 
in bringing the unconscious girl 
and Rutker to shore. The Grohs 
brothers had disappeared beneath 
the waves. 

Dr. B. B. Mason and FR A.

Naturally all these stories of the 
Holy Grail and the,like are not 
true. They are the inventions of 
uncultured people who stood on a 
lower plane of evolution than our- 
selves. and had never read Haeck- 
el's “World Riddle.” Everyone has 
heard about the darkness of the 
Middle Ages. So when I say, “Here 
Amfortas mourned,” I am mere- 
ly saying it in quotes. I personally 
do not believe a word of it.—T[Vic- 
tor Augustin in Berlinger Tage- 
biatt.

Rancher Leads Class 
in Naturalization 


of Constitution 
Regular Attendant at Night 


(LOCAL CORRESPONDENCE 
EL, CENTRO, May 31.—Angelo 
Bertussi, native of Italy, and now 
dairying in Imperial Valley, vir- 
tually led the class of applicants 
for naturalization held here by 


Superior Judge Charles S. Burnell 
of Los Angeles. It was Bertussi’s 
remarkabie knowledge of the 
American Constitution that called 
the particular attention of the 
judge and Naturalization Examiner 
Homer B. Terrill to thé dairyman. 
“Bertussi apparently knows 
more about the Constitution than 
many Americans I have known,” 
asserted Examiner Terrill follow- 
ing the hearing. 
The dairyman correctly answered 
every one of thirty-two questions 
propounded by the examiner’ In- 
quiry by the officials elicited the 
fact that for several months Ber- 
tussi has been attending a night 
achool on Americanization ccn- 
ducted by members of the El Cen- 


tro High School faculty. Bertussi, 


who ts 35 years of age an’ has re- 
sided in Imperial Valley since 1914, 
was informed that because of the 
small number attending the night 
classes, they would be discontin- 
ved. He was told that a minimum 
of six persons was required to 
keep the classes going. Accord- 
ingly. Bertussi induced hia wife, 
son and daughter to attend the 
classes twice a week and in this 
way the classes were continued 
until the naturalization hearing. 
Incidentally, between 5 
a.m. and 8 o'clock p.m., daily, the 
would-be American citizen attend- 
ed to the milking of a large herd 
of cows, irrigated parts of his 
eighty-acre ranch, harvested a 
crop of lettuce and put np nearly 
r100 tons of hay during his spare 
time. His Americanization teach- 
ers said he always arrived at class 
on time. .

Tt makes an excellent breakfast 
cereal served with milk or cream. 
and ta so used in many familier

supper for a Sunday at home fs 
corn popned over the onen fire 
and served hot with melted butter 
or with milk and a little salt. and 
perhaps with annles or other fruit 
ae a finish —IlUnited Sfates De- 
partment of Agriculture.

PASTOR URGES PEOPLE 
TO PREPARE FOR PEACE 


“Faded Blue and Dingy Gray,” 
is the subject of a sermon preached 


yesterday by Rev. W. C. Isett, pas- 
tor of Amanda Chapel. Mr. Isett 
said in part: 
“Animosity against the gray uni- 
orms faded out as they grew din- 
er with the passing years. There 
are still some signs of division and 
enmity between the North and the 
South, but we are one nation in 
fact, and know no North or South.

But would we again call up the 
young men of '63, clothe them with 
new uniforms of blue and gray, 
arm them with machine guns and 
air bombs and poison gas, and 
send them out with frozen’ feet 
to fight their brothers North and 
South? Was war the best way? 
Was it the only way? 
“All honor to those bent forms 
clothed in their faded blue and 
dingy gray. They did their duty, 
for that was the light they had 
then. Praise God that élavery is 
unknown in fair America, . and 
that the black man and woman, 
with their children, are free to 
work out their own destiny with 
the help we can give them. ‘But 
let Memorial Day serve for more 
than giving honor to men who did 
their duty. As we lay a wreath 
upon the graves of young men 
who answered the call of Honest 
Abe for troops, as we take off our 
hats while the thin line of fading 
blue or dingy gray passes by, let 
us remember what it has meant 
besides the freedom of the slaves 
and the abolishment of an institu- 
tlon degrading to civilized men. 

“The only panacea for peace is 
unselfish love. It is time now to 
prepare for the next war. To pre- 
pare for it by striving every Gay, 
both individually and nationally, 


yes, and internationally, to create 
a spirit of unselfish helpfulness 
and understanding, to determine 
that in this world shall rule the 
spirit of love and not of hate.”
